charge of first-degree murder 
in connection with the death of 
Gene A. Franco, 22, who was 
killed after he and two other 
employes were abducted the 
night of June 18. Kenneth Mel- 
vin Ames, 18, also was killed 
and a third employe, Michael E. 
Hawkins, survived head wounds. 


The state is seeking the death 


penalty. 


Mrs. Wanda Lebeff, 27, the 


key witness on the first day of 
testimony, said she was with 
Graham the night of June 18. 
She said the two were camped 
at the Hickory Creek Recrea- 
tion Area campsite on Beaver 
Lake. 


She testified that about mid- 


evening, Graham said he was 
leaving to "go borrow some 
money" and would return short- 
ly. 


She said Graham returned la- 


ter in the night with about $8,000 
and said, "Let's get out of here, 
the law is after me!" 


Mrs. Lebeff said she, Graham 


and her four small daughters 
immediately left the campsite 
and drove to Michigan, where 
Graham was later captured. 


She said Graham instructed 


her to throw a .22-caliber pistol 
from the window of their pickup 
truck near the Indiana border. 
She said later she led Washing- 
ton County Sheriff Bill Long to 
the gun. 


Dr. John Boyce, who exam- 


ined Franco's body, testified the 
man had been shot in the head 
with a .22-caliber weapon. 


Howard McDaniel and Steven 


Barnes, both employes of the 
Western Auto Store at Rogcra,- 
testified that Graham purchased 
a .22-caliber pistol at the store 
two days before the killings. 


Gene Wiley, an employe of 


the Oklahoma Tire and Supply 
Store at Rogers said Graham 
had come to the OTASCO store 
on June 16 and tried to buy a 
gun, but Wiley said he did not 
have the type of gun Graham 
wanted — a .22-caliber pistol.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Hurtling faster and faster to- 
ward its Saturday rendezvous 
with Mars, Mariner 9 beams to 
earth today its first scientific 
photographs of the red planet. 


Some scientists fear a mil- 


lion-square-mile swirling dust 
storm on the planet will inter- 
fere with observation of surface 
features. 


Other scientists, however, are 


eagerly awaiting Martian ren- 
dezvous because they feel the 
storm, which has been in prog- 
ress for seven weeks will''give 
them a unique chance to ob- 
serve a 
dynamic, changing 


event under way in the planet's 
atmosphere. 


Scientists said the reddish- 


yellow storm seems to be mov- 
ing from 20 to 30 miles an hour, 
may have reached heights of 
more than five miles, and now 
covers all of the visible south- 
ern part of the planet. 


Mariner 9 began taking a 


series of 31 photographs at 5:17 
p.m. EST Wednesday while 
535,000 miles from Mars. The 
picture-taking session was to 
end at 5:56 p.m. EST today 
when the tiny spacecraft was 
355,000 miles from the planet. 
The photographs were stored in 
an onboard tape recorder which 
was to begin playing them back 
at 6:16 p.m. EST for display at 
the California Institute o* *\>ch- 
nology here. 


Twenty-five of the pictures 


are to show Mars as it rotates 
through one Martian day. Six 
others will show Deimos, the 
tiny Martian moon.

before. 


Phobos, 
the 
other 
Martian 


moon, was photographed once 
JlUWMLdUTlng the Mari^. 6 
and 7 flights. From earth the 
moons appear only as pinpoints 
of light. Scientists hope Mari- 
ner 9 will be able to see surface 
details on the moons.

cost of living will be exempt 
from post-freeze price controls. 


The Price Commission was 


putting finishing touches on 
those price guidelines, which 
are to replace the more-rigid 
freeze rules this weekend. An 
announcement was expected to- 
day or Friday. 


But Wednesday the Cost of 


Living Council, which outranks 
the price panel, greatly ex- 
panded the list of items that 
will not be controlled. And the 
council said more exemptions 
might be made. 


It said all used products, in- 


cluding cars and homes, and a 
long list of lesser things in- 
cluding custom-made 
items, 


handicrafts and dues will be 
free from government ceilings 
after the freeze period ends at 
12:01 a.m. Sunday. New homes 
will be exempt. 


The council did not estimate 


how much of the cost of living 
the exempt items account for. 
However, an official at the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics said 
used cars make up 2 per cent 
of the Consumer Price Index, 


including 
raw 
agricultural 


products, taxes, stocks, interest 
rates and imports. The bureau 
estimated earlier that these 
make up roughly 10 per cent of 
the cost of living. 


The new and old exemptions 


added together mean that 18.2 
per cent or more of the cost of 
living will be free from post- 
freeze price ceilings.

allowed some exceptions to its 
general rule that post-freeze 
agreements can't call for pay 
raises of more than 5.5 per cent 
a year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$2.4-bi!lion military pay raise, 
biggest in history, may be de- 
layed from taking effect Sun- 
day unless the President's Pay 
Board acts this week to exempt 
the armed forces from its wage 
guidelines. 


The raise, approved by Con- 


gress and signed into law by 
President Nixon Sept. 28 as 
part of the draft extention act, 
provides increases averaging 15 
per cent in pay and benefits for 
2.6 million men and women in 
uniform. The board's guidelines 
limit increases generally to 5.5 
per cent a year. 


Basic pay for recruits will be 


nearly doubled from $1,612 a 
year to $3,222. 


"The question of military pay 


is being given the highest prior- 
ity but as of now the increase 
will not be automatic," a Pay 
Board spokesman said Wednes- 
day. "There will be no change 
in pay until the board rules 
specifically on the increase." 


But the Defense Department 


said it is prepared to begin 
paying the new rates next 
week. However, the department 
was rebuffed once before when 
it was forced by theadminis- 
tration to back down from its 
position that the armed forces 
were exempt from the wage- 
price freeze. 


Although the board has had 


no official comment on the mil- 
itary pay issue, sources said a 
favorable ruling is almost cer- 
tain—but not necessarily before 
the freeze ends at 12:01 a.m. 
Sunday. 


Board members are believed 


to feel the military pay raise is 
not related to the cost of living 
but is more a "re-evaluation of 
what 
the 
military 
man 
is 


worth," the sources said. 


Congress approved the raise 


to take effect Oct. 1 but the 
President put it off until Nov. 
13, saying it was subject to his 
Outlay wage-price freeze. 


The 
big 
pay-and-benefits 


package is intended to bring 
military pay scales up to civil- 
ian levels and help in attracting 
an all-volunteer army by July 
1973. 


Most of the gains are for the 


lowest-ranking enlisted men 
and for officers with less than 
two years of service—second 
lieutenants and Navy ensigns— 
whose basic monthly pay has 
qualified some of them for wel- 
fare payments. 


$71 Billion for 
Defense Advances

In a report accompanying the 


bill, the committee said in- 
telligence estimates show the 
Soviet Union "has paased the 
United States in number of in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles 
on launches." 


"The United States still main- 


tains an adequate and credible 
strategic deterrent force," the 
committee added, "Since our 
missile-launching 
submarines 


still outnumber those of the So- 
viet Union and our manned 
strategic bomber aircraft far 
outnumber those of the So- 
viets." 


It said the Soviet Union has

Shakespeare 
Society Loses 
Headquarters

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 


Shakespeare Society of Amer- 
ica, faced with imminent demo- 
lition of its headquarters, is 
pondering a crucial question— 
"To be, or not to be." 


"The plans for the society 


are not clear at this point," 
says R. Thad Taylor, one time 
electrical engineer who quit his 
job and founded the society 
seven years ago. 


Since then, he says member- 


ship has climbed to about 1,- 
000—most members in Southern 
California. 


For four years, Shakespeare 


headquarters here has been an 
Elizabethan Tudor design 26- 
room house billed as a near 
perfect replica of New Place, 
the house where the Bard died. 


Members turned it into a 


combination theater, museum, 
acting school and rare book li- 
brary. Shakespearian play pro- 
ductions drew good audiences 
and reviewers noted the quaint, 
appropriate setting. Taylor en- 
visioned a Shakespeare cultural 
center of theaters and schools 
on 3Va acres surrounding the 
house. 


But funds were scarce. The 


society, supported by dues, was 
operating at a deficit. Members 
rented the house, hoping to buy 
it someday. 


Now someone has beat them 


to it. A financial corporation 
paid about $1 million for house 
and land, says Taylor, and 
gave the society an eviction no- 
tice.

of Curt Flood, former star cen- 
terfielder of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals, who is contesting the re- 
serve clause on the grounds it 
reduces a player to virtual 
slavery.

"Victor Hugo said when the 


time for an idea has come, 
nothing can stop it," said the 
Brooklyn congressman, who is 
now approaching his 50th year 
in the House. "The time has 
come to declare pro sports a 
business. 


"What was Wellington Mara's 


motive in moving the New 
York Giants football team to 
New Jersey? Every 
Sunday 


that the Giants played the sta- 
dium was full. 


"But Mara had to move. 


Why? Money. Selfishly, Mara 
wanted more money. What was 
the motivating force in the 
move of the Senators' baseball 
team to Dallas? Again it was 
money. 


"If money is the motive—and 


not the welfare of the sport or 
the fan—then surely this be- 
comes a business. 


"It's no longer pure sport. 


Concessions are worth billions. 
Television and radio bring in 
tons of money. Yet owners run 
the business with an iron hand. 
They can't have it both ways— 
moneywise and sportswise. It's 
like mixing vinegar with wa- 
ter." 


Celler stoutly opposed 
the 


merger of the National and 
American Football Leagues in 
1966, 
as did Sen. Ervin. The 


merger was made possible by 
an amendment attached to a 
tax bill. 


"It was a sneak play—an end 


around," 
Celler 
contended. 


"They skirted my committee. 
I'll guarantee you it won't hap- 
pen again. I'm watching every 
step." 


Ervin, also 
upset 
by the 


maneuver, vowed the same. 


"The present baseball setup 


is a form of peonage," the 
gray-haired Southern senator 
said. "It's exactly the same 
thing as in the old days when 
serfs had to live off the land. 


"This is the only case I know 


of where men are given a mo- 
nopoly and are allowed to regu- 
late themselves. It's ridicu- 
lous." 


Professional sports are get- 


tuig so big and have such an 
impact on American life, he 
added, that it may be neces- 
sary to create a federal com- 
mission to regulate professional

"I'd 
hate to see the govern- 


ment have to step in," Ervin 
said. "We are overly governed 


as it is, but it may be inevi- 
table. 


"From evidence before my 


committee, it's impossible to 
tell whether the club owner is 
gaining or losing money. For 
instance, Bob Short (owner of 
the departing Senators) may 
show a loss of $200,000 in his 
baseball operations. But when 
you apply this to all of his oth- 
er enterprises and include tax 
writeoffs, he may show a gain 
of $100,000 or $150,000."

this," said Nate, "and she 
said, 'How'd you make it?' " 


"Make what?" I asked. 


She looked at me like I was 
something dead. Then she 
fainted." 


Nate R u f f i n , co-captain 


and defensive back for the 
Marshall University football 
team, had not made the trip 
to Greenville, N.C., to play 
East Carolina State on Nov. 
14, 1970. He would soon un- 
dergo an operation for cal- 
cium deposits on his right 
bicep. Nate's seat was taken 
by a member of The Big 
Green, the school alumni- 
and-friends booster club. 


So Nate, by the haphaz- 


ards of fate, was not on the 
plane that carried home that 
Big Green m e m b e r and 
other local team supporters, 


3V4 including shopkeepers, leg- 
6 
islatprs, 
doctors, 
lawyers, 


dentists, and 34 of Nate's 
teammates, plus the entire 
football coaching staff, the 
athletic d i r e c t o r and the 
sports information director, 
and some of their wives.

Nate was not on the South- 


ern Airways DC-9 that rainy 
night when the plane, flying 
for the m o u n t a i n t o p Tri- 
State Airport, hit the tops of 
pine trees i n s t e a d , carl- 
wheeled into a mountainside, 
landed nose first, exploded 
and disintegrated. TearhsVof 
scientists were sent down 
from Washington, D.C., and 
after two weeks of laborious 
work, 69 bodies were posi- 
tively i d e n t i f i e d . The re- 
mains of six others, all play- 
ers, were buried in a com- 
mon grave.

It is a small valley 
city, population 85,000, sit- 
uated in the middle of the 
tri-state area of Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia.

"It touched 
the entire community." 


The town is filled with 


alumni, but even those who 
have never sat in on a single 
lecture call it "our univer- 
sity."

Marshall in 1969 for recruit- 
ing violations) and barely a 
skeleton of a football team 
left. 


"It was dark, very dark 


around campus then " said 
senior Linda Lafon, "but the 
attitude was never defeat. 
Never." 


But some of the freshmen 


players were planning to for- 
get about football entirely. 
Keith Karl, now a sophomore 
center, was one of them. One 
of his best friends was Ted 
Shoebridge, 
record-breaking 


Marshall quarterback of last 
year's team. Shoebridge and 
Karl,

neighboring 


towns in New Jersey, had 
been friendly opponents in 
high school. 


He was home last Christ- 


mas and visited Shoebridge's 
parents in Lyndhurst, N.J. 
He had never met them be- 
fore. "I walked into the 
house," recalls Keith Karl, 
"and Ted's parents hugged 
me. They told me that Ted 
used to write home about 
me. And his dad said, and 
these were his exact words, 
'Go back and do it for Ted.' 
It kinda broke me up."

as the Rangers thrashed the 
Ix>s Angeles Kings 7-1 and ex- 
tended their unbeaten string to 
12 games. 


Gilbert and Hadfield each 


collected two goals and one as- 
sist, and Ratelle set up two 
goals as the Rangers handed 
the Kings their seventh straight 
setback. Gilbert now has 27 
points, the most in the league. 
Hadfield is next with 26 points 
and Ratelle is fourth with 21, 
only one behind Boston's Phil 
Esposito. 


The total of 74 points in 15

Connally, who is chairman of
